This cable 
followed a similar cable from the Shanghaf Chamber of Commerce 
and was despatched after an excHange of correspondence between 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, Although the matter. is such a vital 
one to the whole community no mention of the cable was.made pub- 
licly and the whole procedure was not divulged:unffl 2 Reuter cable 
from London on Thursday announced the fact that: on June 17 the 
Shanghai Chamber resolution had been received in London. ‘Had it 
not. been for the Reuter message, the matter probably would not 
have been revealed.

Aftor 86 years of argument and 
discussion bofore the authorities 
of tho.Catholip Church, the title of 
"blessed" has been bestowed by 
the Pope on the Ven. Sister Maric 
de. Ste. Euphraso Pelletfer, the 
daughter of a French doctor of the 
time of the French revolution, who 
founded the Sisterhood of the Good 
Shepherd at Angera. : 

Tho purpose of the order fa the 
care of fallen women. Starting 
with a small convent_at Angers, it 


has spread till it haa over 300 
hounes in all parts of the world, in- 
cluding Great Britain and Ireland, 
8,000 sisters, and about 60,000 por- 
sons in hospitals. Marlo Pelletier 
died jn 1860. 

Scarlet tnpestrics nnd brocades 
draped round the pliers, and candles 
Ulazing everywhere, made a bril- 
Nant background for the beatifica- 
tlon ceremony jin St. Peters, 
French pilgrims, including a large 
party from Angers, and also pilgri- 
mages from England and [reland, 
formed na aubstantial part of the 
huge congregation which thronged 
the church. 

The procession of prelates was 
composed of the canons of the 
Church and the Cardinals of the 
Congregation of Rites, before whom 
the case has been argued during 
its long course. The Cardinala 
wore the gorgeous vestments of 
their offic. 

Walking acroas to the Cardinal 
Profect of Rites, the Postulator of 
the cause of Marfo Pelletior ask- 
ed authorisation for the reading 
of the Papal Bull conferring on her 
“The honours of the Altar.” 

Authorisation was, given and thu 
Postulator handed the Bull to the 
Canon Secretary of the Chapter, 
who mounted a. little julpit spe- 
clally. orected for the purposo and 
read it. 

A hush came over the congrega- 
tion.. Priests moved silently to and 
fro adjusting cloths on the altar. 
Pilgrims strained their necks for 
a better view. : 

Then suddenly the priesta atop- 
ped aside, unveiling a picture of 
the Ven. Marie Pelletier palnted 
on silk and o roliquary containing 
her relics. Simultancously the 
great arches of the nava were pick- 
ed out in glowing lights and in- 
numerable electric bulbs were 
switched on throughout the church, 
throwing up the richness of the 
decorations of brocade and gold. 
From outelde came the sound of 
the bells pealing the “Glorla,” and 
finally the great bell of the south- 
east tower added its deeper note to 
the great medley of sound which 
surged across the Tiber;-announc- 
ing the addition of a new name to 
the Roll of Honour of the Catholic 
Church. 

Before the ceremony concluded 
copies of the Ufe of the new 
“blessed” and of her portrait, paint- 
ed on gilk were handed to each of 
the prelates present. 

Final confirmation of the honour 
to which the French nun has been 
raised came during the evening 
when the Pope, after knecling be- 
fore the high altar of St. Peter's, 


{received the reliquary, the picture 


of the new blessed, the book of her 
Nfe and a great bunch of artificial 
flowers. 

The choir sang a hymn in honour 
of Marfe Pelleticr, then Pius XI 
mounted hia gestatorin) . chair, 
borne aloft by 12 servitora in red, 
while trumpetars pleyed the Papal 
march, and !eft the church amid 
shouts of “Long live the Pépo” from 
thousands of Pilgrims. The pro- 
ceas of 86 years had ended.—Reu-

ISILLUSIONED youth demands 

new neroes. I see no candidate 
on the horizon who js fit to consort 
with the established idols. We must 
Jook backward again’. . 

I give you Sergeant 
Macleod. 

Modern history books Ignore him. 
It is nothing to the historian that 
Donald Maclood Uved 103 years, 
killed hundreds of warriors, and 
compensated the world by raising 
upa vast progeny of fighters. But a 
publisher has just reprinted the 
story of Donald Macleod,* and there 
fs no recently published book which 
has oxcited me more. 

John Macleod was a Skye gentle- 
man who had- run away with his 
cousin Isabella while ahe was atill at 
school. John was then. alxtecn and 
Isabella fourteen. Obviotsly the 
chifd of so romantic a inion war 
destined for a life of travel and ad- 
venture, and the child was Donald 
Macleod. 

Moreover, his maternal grand- 
father was Sir Roderick Macdonald, 
and, as our present Prime Miniater 
has shows, Macdonalds rarely bide 
on their own midden-heap. 

For all his gentle birth Donald 
had a dour Sntroduction to lifo. His 
mother died when he was six, and 
his fatner went to sea. At tho age 
of nine’ he was apprenticed to an 
Inverness firm of stonemasons. 

Cudgel-play and practice with tho 
broadsword were hia recrentlons, 
thin porridge and fish bis suaten- 
ance, Later in Hfe, he attributed 
his strength and athletic figure to 
the penury of his youth. His 
stomach, he anid, “was never dilated 
to the’ usual sizo of men’s brought 
up in plenty.” 

At the age of eleven Donald ran 
away, At thirteen he had taken the 
King's shilling from a recruiting 
sergeant of the Royal Scots. At 
sixteen he was alroady fighting for 
Marlborough in the Low Countries. 

With the Peace of Utrecht tn 1 
he beginga an astounding carcer as a 
duellist. He is now the finest 
swordsman in the British Army. At 
Utrecht he kills na French . non- 
commissioned officer who has insult- 
ed him. ‘At Breda he aims higher. 


Donald 


In another oxchango of verbal plea- 
santrica ho challenges a French 
Heutenant and kills him. In Lille 
he ernsses. swords with a German 
oMcer. Tine German has no quarrel 
with Macleod; sense of honour has 
compelled him, though a poor 
swordaman, to take the place of a 
cowardly fellow-countryman. This 
time Macleod mercifuly contents 
himself with cutting off .a slice of 
tho enemy's calf. Tho two men 
then fraternise and spend the night 
in drinking, 

Tho story of Donald's ducls would 
fit n book. Ife was never beaten. 
But we muat return to his military 
cnreer, Severely wounded at Sheriff. 
muir, he was sent , South to 
recuperate, ‘ 

A Forced March. 

In Newenstle he hears of the 
raising of Lord Lovat’s Highland 
rogiment—the famous Highland or 
Black Watch. The call of the kilt 
ia too strong, and he rushca off to 
Edinbutgh' to secure release from 
the Royal Scots, Making hia peaco 
with the Earl of Orkney, he sets out 
from’ Edinburgh at 3 am. Two 
days later, at the sama hour, he 
stands before Lord Lovat at hfs 
castle outaide Inverness, having 
walked 100 miles in forty-elght 
hours. 

His only food was a piece of 
bread and’ cheese, supplemented by 
an onfon and a dram at every town. 
The dram, taken neat, was no 
thimble. It was a half-pint mea- 
sure. And for the honour of Scot- 
land be it said that the Scottish pint 
in those days was equal to three 
Imperial pints. 

Lord Lovat received his now 
famous recruit with a warm kles 
on both checks, “Donald,” he sald, 
“for a thousand men Ike you I'd 
give my estate.” So pleased waa he 
that he took Donald {nto sce Lady 
Lovat, who lay in an adjoining bed- 
chamber, and there, with ao bottle of 
brandy s;consumed by all three, 
jDonald Macleod was enrolled o8 a 
| Sergeant of the Highland Watch. 

For twenty years Donald happily 
trahtied soldiers and chased High- 
land ‘robbers. And on one of these 
robber raida he found his first wife. 


. fe was aent to capture a» notor!- 
brigand called — Robertson,’ Tho 
brigand had 8 daughter. . She 
agreed to become Donald's wife, but 
old Robertson was treacherous. He 
sent threo huge armed Highlanders 
to> attack his son-in-law. Donald 
chased them away, then wont in 
search af his wifo's father, only to 
forgive him when Mrs. Macleod, 

prettily pleading, intervened in tha 
quarrel, 

Atter the outbreak of the war of 
the Australian Succession in 1740 
the Highland Watch, which had been 
recruited purely as a pollee force 
for home sorvice, was ordored to 
Flanders, This chango in the terms 
of service atirred n section of the 
regiment ‘to rovolt. 

Donald was not among the 
mutincere. He was now fifty-four, 
but his love for travel and war was 
still strong, From now on ha had 
his fill of fighting; only in the '45 
did he ‘take no part, since the Black 
Watch, half of whose men had rela- 
tions fighting for Prince Charlie, 
was not to be trusted In that cam- 
paign., 

He 


battled = magnificently © ‘at 


Fontenoy, slaying a French colonel! 


and stopping in the midst of that 
bloody battle to extract 175 ducata 
and a gold watch from his victim's 
pocket. In 1759 he was wounded in 
the first charge at the Battle of the 
Helghts of Abraham, but, bleeding, 
gave his plaid to wrap tho dying 
General Wolfe. 

Two years Inter ho stopped a ball 
between hfs ribs when fighting for 
Frederlek the Great in Germany—-a 
wound which incommoded him, “but 
only after violent exorcise, auch as 
walking against time for: wagers.” 
His last appearance ns a soldier was 
in the War of Independence, for 
which he volunteered and actualy 
made the trip to America, Ho was 
employed as a drill sergeant, but 
was soon sent home ‘as too old for 
campnatgning. . 

Back to Poverty. 

Donald was cighty-seven. He had 
earned his rest, but his troubles 
were not over. Setting out from 
London by sea for Inverness, ho 
suffered shipwreck, lost all his goods 
and was the only man saved. Ho 
was mow as poor as when ho 


started, his only assets being al” 


faithful wife (successor to the 
brigand’s daughter) and a amall 
pension, ara 4 

His greatest exploit was fanewed 
for his 101st year.. 

Some hitch had occurred in the 
payment of his pension, so he walked

Manchuli and thence over the 
Siberian and Russian railways to 
ports on the Baltic and Murmansk 
Sens. 

It states that the Soviet grain 
organization, “Hiebexport,” enjoys o 
monopoly. for trangntpment of 
cereals over this route, and that for 
n naulage of approximately 6,000 
miles, tne tariff charged is only G. 
Ra, 30 por ton, of which the Chinese 
Eastern Railway receives G. Ka. 6 
per ton. On the other hand if these 
cereals were exported via Dairen 
tne Chincso Eastern Railway would 
reccive G. Rs, 10 per ton for naulago 


from Harbin to Kwanchangtze. 


Therefore, contends the Harbin 
Times, on every ton of soya boans 
exported via Manchuli, tno Chinese 
Eastern Railway loses G. Rs. 4, but 
os the distance from Harbin to 
Manchu x6 935 kilometres, a3 
against only 237 kilometres to 
Kwanchengtze, tho loss incurred by 
the Chinese Eastern Railway be- 
comes comparatively much greater.

An Englishman, Mr. W. H.R. 
Trowbridge, author of numerous 
works on the French Revolution, bas 
paid a tribute here to one of tho. 
mont daring Frenchmen of tho re- 
volution. 

Ho has given o tablet, which has 
just been placed in the Comedia 
Francaise, to an ‘adtor who, in 1704, 
Aaved 1,153 prisoners from tho 
guillotine, 

The. actor, Charles Hippolyte 
Lrbusslere, was employed during the 
Revolution as a humble clerk by, tho 
Committee of Public Safety, At 
this post he found he could abstract 
and destroy official reports recom- 
mending the death sentence. 

One of the 1,153 ho saved by “los- 
ing” thelr reports waa Josephino 
do Beauharnals, who later became 
the wife of Napoleon. He also 
saved ‘six actors’ from his own 
theatre, the Comedie Francalsc. 

Labusalere, ot the risk of his fe, 
slipped: the reports he wanted to . 
“lose” into o bucket of water in 
which wina was cooled. Then ho 
stuffed the sodden paper pulp into 
his pockets, went down to soma 
baths in the Seine and threw the 
pulp, squashed into little balla, Into 
the river. 

Mr. Trowbridge, having read of 
Labussfere’s heroism in his research 
work, decided to commemorate his 
deeds in the actor’s own theatre. 
He hae presented a tablet which 
bears the jnacription., 

"To the memory of Charles
